The  fire  marshall  declared  the 
building  unavailable  for  residence 
hall  use  in  1980  and  Wartburg 
Hall  was  razed  in  1983.

Wartburg  began  a  study  of  library 
needs  in  the  early  1990s  in 
response  to  student  and  faculty 
oncerns  about  Engelbrecht  Library.  These 
oncerns  included  the  need  for  more  and 
letter  technology,  space  to  support  infor- 
riation  literacy  instruction  and  a  variety  of 
earning  styles,  and  space  to  house  an 
xpanding  collection,  as  well  as  the  need  to 
ddress  problems  with  heating,  cooling, 
nd  access  for  people  with  disabilities. 

After  several  years  of  needs  analysis,  the 
ollege  released  a  program  document  in 
/lay  1 996  that  described  a  new  library  sig- 
ificantly  different  from  traditional  college 
braries.  It  was  to  be  a  learner's  library, 
/here  the  development  of  information  lit- 
racy  would  be  primary  and  the  material 
torage  de-emphasized. 
Three  elements  would  come  together  in 
e  building:  learners  (students),  experts 
ibrarians  and  faculty)  and  tools  (print  and 
lectronic),  creating  a  synergy  found 
owhere  else  on  campus.  Learners  of  many 
ifferent  styles  would  find  harmonious 
Dace.  The  library  would  have  unusual  fea- 
ares,  too,  such  as  the  Konditorei,  a  coffee 
lop  patterned  after  the  cafes  of  Europe 
'here  intellectuals  gather  to  converse,  and 
le  Center  for  Faculty  Learning,  a  suite  of 
3oms  where  faculty  could  work  on  multi- 
ledia  projects  and  model  themselves  as 
arners. 


In  1997,  a  Dubuque  architectural  firm, 
the  Durrant  Group,  proposed  a  plan  to 
renovate  and  add  onto  Engelbrecht  Library, 
increasing  square  footage  from  44,000  to 
71,000.  Responding  to  the  college's  desire 
that  the  new  library  look  "distinctively 
Wartburg,"  Charlie  Kurt,  the  architect, 
designed  an  addition  spanning  the  front  of 
the  existing  building  that  would  echo  the 
Chapel,  using  the  same  limestone  and  roof 
tiles.  The  two  buildings  would  become  the 
symbols  of  faith  and  learning  on  the  cam- 
pus and  would  be  connected  via  the  cam- 
pus skywalk  system.  In  addition,  the  mis- 
sion of  the  library  would  be  reinforced  by 
housing  the  entire  collection  in  compact 
shelving  on  the  lower  level,  leaving  the 
upper  two  levels  for  learners  and  library 
staff 

The  new  library,  named  after  after 
Wartburg's  fourteenth  president  and  his 
wife,  Robert  and  Sally  Vogel,  was  under 
construction  during  the  1998-99  academic 
year.  Construction  was  significantly  has- 
tened by  the  library's  decision  to  move  out 
of  the  building  for  the  duration  of  the  con- 
struction. Setting  up  temporary  quarters  in 
Players  Theatre,  with  satellite  offices  in  the 
Fine  Arts  Center  and  the  Residence,  the 
library  continued  to  serve  students  and  fac- 
ulty while  "in  exile."  ^ia**^'

Wartburg 
football 
had  one  or 
the  best  seasons  in 
recent  years. 

Coach  Rick 
Wilhs  was  back  in 
his  second  year  at 
the  helm  and  led  the 
Knights  to  a  9-1 
record  giving  them 
second  place  in  the 
Iowa  conference  and 
just  missing  a  play- 
off berth.  The 
Knight's  national 
ranking  in  the  U.S. 
Division  III  Top  30 
poll  was  20th.  Wartburg  was  a  perfect 
5-0  at  home  and  4-1  on  the  road  with 
its  only  loss  coming  from  perennial 
thorn-in-the-side  Central. 

"It  was  disappointing  not  to  make 
the  playoffs.  We  had  a  good  argument 
to  get  in,  but  we  feel  politics  were 
involved  and  the  better  teams  didn't 
get  in,"  said  senior  Tim  Morrison, 
running  back  and  co-captain. 

The  Kjiight's  offense  was  a  force  to 
be  reckoned  with.  The  23rd-ranked 
offense  nationally  scored  an  average 
of  40  points  per  game  while  racking 
up  433  average  yards  a  game. 

Up  to  250  of  those  yards  were  put 
up  by  Wartburg's  air  attack  led  by 
junior  quarterback  Matt  Wheeler. 
Wheeler  was  152  for  227  with  2150 
yards  and  nine  interceptions;  23  of 
these  passes  were  touchdowns. 

Sophomore  Ryan  Rausch  was 
Wheeler's  most  frequented  target  with 
52  receptions,  a  single-season 
Wartburg  record.  Rausch's  receptions 
went  for  836  yards  and  eight  touch- 
downs. Close  behind  was  senior 
Trevor  Shannon  with  50  receptions 
for  623  yards. 

The  other  183  yards  are  account- 
ed for  in  the  Knight's  rushing  attack. 
Three-year  starter  Shannon  wrapped

"This  is  the  best  bal- 
anced Wartburg's  been 
as  a  team,  running  and 
passing.  It  was  very  con- 
sistent," Shannon  said 
"Team  unity  was  at  its 
peak  since  I've  been 
here." 

The  winning  ways  of 
the  Knights  cannot  all  be 
contributed  to  the 
offense.  The  defense  also 
put  on  quite  a  show  this 
year  by  holding  oppo 
nents  to  241  yards  per  game  and  14  points.  These  statistics  made  them 
the  14th  best  division  III  defense  in  the  nation. 

The  Knight's  stifling  defense  was  led  by  the  upperclassmen.  Senior 
linebacker  Taylor  Anderson  led  the  assault  of  Wartburg's  opponents 
with  77  tackles.  Sophomore  Dave  Devine  came  up  big  with  66  tack- 
les. Milburn,  senior  defensive  back,  had  53  stops  while  Anthony 
Souhrada  compiled  49  tackles  including  eight  sacks. 

"The  team  did  everything  it  could  do.  We  ended  on  a  good  note. 
This  was  the  most  fun  and  emotional  season  in  my  four  years,"  said 
Shannon.

Shannon  legacy  ends 


Senior  Trevor  Shannon  stepped  onto  the  playing  field  here  at  Wartburg  College  for  the  first 
time  in  1995.  He  started  36  of  39  games  since  that  year  compiling  6293  yards  and  scoring  484 
points.  Shannon  rushed  for  more  than  1000  yards  in  three  consecutive  seasons. 

In  his  career  he  rushed  for  4292  yards  and  71  touch- 
downs. Against  Loras  in  1 996  he  rushed  for  342  yards  a 
school  record.  He  also  holds  the  record  for  the  longest  run 
from  scrimmage:  a  90-yard  run  against  Luther. 

Shannon  also  caught  82  passes  for  1037  yards.  Fifty  of 
those  receptions  came  in  1998  for  623  yards.  He  holds  the 
single-game  reception  record  at  Wartburg  with  13.  In  1996 
he  led  the  nation  in  kick  returns  with  an  average  of  39.8 
yards  per  return.  His  102-yard  return  for  a  touchdown 
against  Luther  is  a  school  record. 

Scoring  records  that  fell  at  Shannon's  hand  are  the  sin- 
gle-game record  with  5  touchdowns,  the  season  record  with 
26  and  the  career  record  with  80. 

In  his  sophomore  year.  Shannon  was  named  to  first  team 
all-conference  and  second  team  all-west  region  football 
team.  In  Shannon's  senior  year  he  was  named  second  team  all-conference  and  was  named  to  the 
first  team  GTE  all-region  academic  team.

First-year  coach  Keri  Douglas 
was  excited  about  the  veteran 
faces  that  appeared  in  Waverly 
for  the  1998  women's  soccer 
season  and  hoped  for  a  fine  Iowa 
Conference  finish. 

The  season  did  not  yield  the 
conference  results  Douglas  had 
hoped  for.  The  Knights  finished 
3-12  overall  and  1-8  in  Iowa 
Conference  play. 

Despite  the  losing  record,  the 
Knights  grew  as  a  team  and 
enjoyed  individual  successes. 
Leading  the  team  in  their  chal- 
lenging season  was  sophomore 
forward  Marissa  Mowen  of 
Rockton,  111.  She  was  named  to 
the  IIAC  second  team  and  set 
four  new  records.

The  Wartburg  men's  and  women's  cross 
country  teams  championship  season  started 
Sept.  5  when  both  teams  swept  the  Cornell 
Ram  Run  in  a  pre-conference  meet  match-up. 

Wartburg's  next  showing  was  at  the  Les 
Duke  Invitational  hosted  by  Grinnell  College 
Sept.  19.  The  men  defeated  runner-up 
Graceland  College  36-79,  and  the  women 
won  21-48  over  Carleton  College.  Seniors  T.J. 
Craig  and  Ryan  Harms  placed  first  and  second 
for  the  Knights  and  the  women  claimed  eight 
of  the  top  16  places  including  four  of  the  top 
five. 

Next  up  for  the  Knights  was  the  nationally 
acclaimed  Nike/Roy  Griak  Invitational  in  St. 
Paul,  Minn.  The  men  raced  with  nearly  200 
runners  while  the  women  battled  more  than 
400  in  the  combined  Division  II  and  III  race. 
The  Knights  ran  to  sixth  place  on  the  men's 
side  and  third  for  the  women  out  of  a  field  of 
39  teams.  The  men  placed  higher  than  any 
Wartburg  men's  team  at  the  Nike  Invitational. 

Coach  Steve  Johnson  said  that  the  meet 
gave  the  team  some  solid  competition. 

"The  team  is  happy  with  their  performance 
up  to  this  point,  but  is  still  hungry  for  more," 
said  Johnson. 

This  attitude  carried  over  to  the  Knights' 
next  meet  Oct.  9.  The  Dan  Huston 
Invitational,  hosted  by  Wartburg,  received  a 
new  look  this  season  when  the  racing  format 
was  altered.  The  races  were  sub-divided  into 
two  races  each  for  the  men  and  women.  The 
men  competed  in  either  the  4,000  or  8,000- 
meter  races  and  the  women  ran  in  the  3,000  or 
5,000-meter  races. 

The  men  edged  out  St.  Olaf  College  29-30 
in  the  shorter  4,000-meter  race  and  blew  away 
runner-up  Buena  Vista  University  16-68  in 
8,000  meters.  The  combined  score  for  the 


Knights  was  45;  St.  Olaf 
trailed  with  106. 
Wartburg  took  five  of  the 
top  six  spots  in  the  8,000- 
meter  race. 

Johnson  said  it  was  the 
best  team  effort  he  had 
seen  since  he  started 
coaching  at  Wartburg. 

On  the  women's  side 
the      Knights  trailed 
Augustana  College  in  the  COUrtesy 
3,000-meter  race  finish-  RelotlonS. 
ing  second  26-29.  The 
5,000-meter  run  faired  differently  for  the 
Knights  when  they  ran  stride-for-stride  with 
Augustana  and  tied  for  first  place  with  28 
points. 

"Augustana  outkicked  us,  but  this  is  still 
one  of  the  best  women's  teams  that  I've  had 
since  I've  been  here,"  Johnson  said. 

The  women  were  led  by  1999  NCAA  800- 
meter  outdoor  national  champion  and  senior 
co-captain  Trina  Steines.  Steines  won  the 
3,000-meter  race  in  11:09.56. 

The  Jim  Drews/Tori  Neubauer  Invitational 
Oct.  17  in  West  Salem,  Wis.  was  the  next  chal- 
lenge for  the  Knights.  This  meet  was  dubbed  a 
"mini-nationals"  by  Johnson  with  teams  from 
all  over  the  midwest  competing.  The  men 
made  a  top-ten  appearance  by  finishing  ninth 
with  246  points  and  the  women  placed  sev- 
enth with  257  points  in  the  21 -team  field. 

The  cross  country  team  returned  two  weeks 
later  to  take  on  the  IIAC  conference  and  to 
make  history  when  they  succeeded  to  sweep  all 
four  titles.  The  conference  meet  Oct.  31  in 
Fayette  was  a  repeat  of  the  Cornell  Ram  Run 
held  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  The  rival- 
ry between  Wartburg  and  Loras  College  was  at

The  men  played  eight  times  this  spring  begin- 
ning with  a  spring  trip  to  Alabama.

Hoopsters  race  into  NCAA  playoffs 


In  years  past,  a  17-3  Iowa 
Conference  record  would  have 
meant  a  women's  basketball  title, 
but  not  this  year.  The  Knights 
couldn't  rumble  past  the  Storm  of 
Simpson  College,  who  were  again 
returning  IIAC  champs.  The  Knights 
finished  second  for  the  fifth  year  in  a 
row.  Overall,  the  Knights  posted  a  20-5 
record,  marking  the  team's  seventh  trip 
to  the  NCAA  Division  III  tournament, 
but  only  the  first  since  1993-94. 

The  Knights  had  an  outstanding  sea- 
son shattering  three  school  records. 
Packing  in  their  best  offensive  average  at 
77.8,  the  Knights  roared  past  the  old 
record  of  77.6  set  in  during  the  1991-92 
season.  Forward  Jenni  Donohue  shot 
86.2  percent  from  the  free  throw  line,

Both  indoor  teams  yield 
conference  champions 

Both  the  men's  and  women's  track  teams  finished  the  indoor  season 
conquering  pre-season  goals. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  the  women  were  crowned  Iowa  Conference 
Indoor  Champions.  Senior  Trina  Steines  captured  two  championships,  win- 
ning the  800-meter  run  in  2:17.97  and  the  1500  in  4:49.45.  Steines  also 
anchored  the  winning  distance  medley  team  which  crossed  the  finish  line  in 
12:24.24.;  a  new  Wartburg  College  indoor  record.  The  team  consisted  of 
junior  Betsy  Neff,  sophomore  Kelly  Wenndt  and  junior  Erin  Ries.  Junior 
Amy  Wagner  also  captured  conference  championship  honors  with  a 
10:49.48  run  in  the  3000. 

Junior  Jeanette  Olson  also  ran  away  with  a  conference  championship  in 
the  200-meter  hurdles.  Her  time  of  29.04  not  only  clenched  the  title,  but 
also  set  a  new  school  record. 

The  Wartburg  men  surrendered  their  conference  title  to  the  Central 
Dutchmen.  The  Knights  finished  second  at  the  meet  and  claimed  two  indi- 
vidual titles.  Sophomore  Miradieu  Joseph  won  the  200-meter  hurdles  in 
24.37.  The  distance  medley  team  of  juniors  Kendall  Ricklefs  and  Eric 
Olson,  freshman  Matt  Cook  and  senior  Ryan  Harms  won  the  conference  in 
10;22.05,  also  setting  a  new  indoor  record. 

The  Wartburg  team  also  qualified  five  individuals  for  the  national  meet. 
Sophomore  Melissa  Stensland,  junior  Amy  Sullivan  and  senior  Joel 
Rochford  all  qualified  in  the  shot  put.  Rochford  tossed  for  All-American 
honors  and  placed  fifth  with  a  distance  of  54.5  feet.  Steines  also  qualified 
ind  earned  All-American  status  in  the  800.  She  repeated  with  a  third  place 
finish  in  2:15.27.

Less  than  two  weeks  after  being  considered  "dead  in  the 
water,"  the  Wartburg  College  baseball  team  went  on  a  rampage 
to  capture  its  third  straight  Iowa  Conference  championship  and 
make  its  third  consecutive  post  season  NCAA  tournament. 

The  Knights  had  lost  four  in  a  row  when  they  found  them- 
selves and  won  13  of  14  games,  including  the  last  11  in  a  row, 
to  overtake  Simpson  in  the  season-ending  IIAC  tournament. 
This  enabled  Wartburg  to  compile  a  33-13-1  overall  record,  17- 
6  in  the  IIAC. 

For  the  second  straight  year,  Wartburg  had  to  come  from 
behind  in  the  tournament  to  win  the  championship.  A  year  ago, 
the  Knights  trailed  Upper  Iowa  by  two  games  but  then  won  four 
straight  while  the  Peacocks  went  0-2.  The  same  thing  happened 
this  season.  Simpson  led  by  a  game  and  a  half  going  into  the 
tournament  but  lost  two  in  a  row,  while  the  Knights  were  win- 
ning four  times. 

Simpson  did  get  revenge  in  the  NCAA  Central  Regional, 
handing  Wartburg  its  first  loss  6-4.  Carthage  (Wis.)  then  elimi- 
nated the  Knights  14-1.  Aurora  (111.)  won  the  tournament  and  repre- 
sented the  Central  Region  at  the  national  tournament  in  Salem,  Va., 
over  the  Memorial  Day  weekend. 

Two  team  records  and  two  individual  records  were  broken  during 
the  season.  In  addition,  two  individual  marks  were  tied. 

As  a  team,  the  Knights  hit  .347  to  better  last  year's  record  of  .339, 
and  they  stole  98  bases  to  wipe  out  the  old  high  of  82  in  1986. 

Junior  shortstop  Andy  Fischels  set  a  record  for  most  hits,  73,  better- 
ing Bill  Kurich's  67  hits  last  year,  and  tied  records  for  most  runs  scored, 
57,  and  most  doubles,  14.  Sophomore  third  baseman  Scott  Bantz  drove 
in  53  runs  to  break  the  old  record  of  49  set  by  Chris  Cartee  in  1986 
and  tied  by  Brian  Eastman  last  year. 

Senior  centerfielder  Kevin  Wachholz  had  the  highest  average,  .441, 
among  the  regulars.  He  was  among  nine  players  who  appeared  in  33  or 
more  games  to  hit  .300  or  above. 

No  one  had  more  than  two  triples,  but  Bantz  hit  nine  home  runs  to 
lead  the  Knights  in  power.  Senior  second  baseman  Bill 
Kurich,  who  hit  .356,  led  the  Knights  in  stolen  bases  with 
102        20  in  22  attempts.

Among  the  starters  on  the  mound,  the  leaders  were  junior  Dan 
Grawe,  who  was  7-3  with  a  3.88  ERA  in  58  innings,  and  senior  Justin 
Long,  who  was  6-2  with  a  4.53  ERA.  Senior  Andy  Klemesrud  compiled 
a  4-1  record  with  a  4.38  ERA. 

The  top  relievers  were  freshman  Eric  Kaestner  with  a  1.54  ERA, 
sophomore  Matt  Thede  with  a  2.25  ERA  and  junior  Chris  Strinmoen 
with  a  3.24  ERA.  That  trio  had  a  5-0  record  with  three  saves. 

Coach  Joel  Hoist  must  replace  12  seniors  from  this  year's  squad. 
During  their  four  years,  they  won  three  IIAC  titles,  giving  Wartburg 
nine  overall,  and  compiled  a  123-59-2  record,  including  a  102-29-1 
mark  during  the  three  championship  seasons. 

Wartburg  put  eight  players  on  the  the  two  AJl-IIAC  teams.  Kurich, 
Fischels,  Wachholz  and  Thede  were  named  to  the  first  team  and  Grawe, 
Long,  junior  pitcher  Shane  Potratz  and  senior  Chad  Chizek  were  put 
on  the  second  team.  Hoist  was  named  the  IIAC  coach  of  the  Year  for 
the  third  straight  season.

KWAR  held  its  fourth  annual  89.1-hour 
marathon  in  November.  Event  highlights 
included  a  kick-off  at  Joe's  Knight  Hawk, 
dorm  invasions  and  "a  shameless  publicity 
stunt"  where  sophomores  Sarah  Thomsen, 
Christopher  Thomas,  Aaron  Buzza  and  Nate 
Stoltman  spent  24  hours  parked  outside  Old 
Main  in  a  Volkswagen  Golf.  The  four  were 
later  interviewed  on  the  "Bob  and  Tom 
Show,"  a  nationally-syndicated  morning 
show  that  reaches  76  stations  in  32  states.

Nearly  50  years  ago,  Wartburg  College  had  a  difficulc  choice  co 
make.  The  college  could  either  invest  funds  into  building  a 
campus  swimming  pool  or  bring  full-time  radio  broadcasting 
to  campus.  Now,  half  a  century  and  a  large-scale  move  latei',  KWAR- 
FM  is  stronger  than  ever.  "The  ONE,"  as  the  station,  calls  itself,  has 
become  a  visible  campus  organization  and  has  proven  itself  as  a  i  cli- 
able  source  of  information  and  entertaintnenr  lor  the  Wartburg  com- 
munity. However,  these  accomplishmentsf  have  not  come  easiiv,  or 
without  hard  work. 

The  1998'-99  school  year  brought  many  changes  for  "The  ONE." 
At  the  end  of  the  previous  school  year,  KWAR  purchased  an  automa- 
tion system  that  allowed  the  station  to  broadcast  24  hours  a  day,  7 
days  a  week  without  interruption.  This  was  a  major  improvement  over 
past  years,  when  the  station  would  be  silent  for  hours  at  a  time  until 
the  next  announcer  showed  up. 

KWAR  also  streamlined  its  programming  schedule  and  format  to 
not  only  play  the  music  students  wanted  to  hear,  but  also  allow  stu- 
dents with  varied  tastes  to  play  other  forms  of  music  during  their  own 
radio  shows. 

"The  ONE"  also  became  a  global  broadcasting  force,  becoming 
one  of  only  six  radio  stations  in  Iowa  to  broadcast  live  via  the  inter- 
net. Listeners  from  as  far  away  as  Germany  and  Zimbabwe  have  e- 
mailed  the  station  to  write  about  listening  to  KWAR  on  their  home 
computers.  The  live  internet  broadcasting  was  made  possible  through

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a  unique  campus/business  partnership  with  Computer  Ptos,  a  local 
Waverly  business. 

On  a  less  serious  note,  a  team  of  "K- Warriors"  dressed  in  Luther 
College  clothing  and  snuck  a  float  into  the  Luther  Homecoming 
parade  (see  pages  74-75).  In  one  of  the  greatest  college  rivalry  pranks 
of  Wartburg's  tixne,  the  KWAR  staff  shed  their  Luther  garb  and  ban- 
ners to  expose  Wartburg  clothing  and  banners  midway  through  the 
parade,  in  the  heart  of  downtown  Decorah — ^all  while  broadcasting 
live  to  eager  Knights  listening  back  in  Waverly. 

Big  changes  are  planned  for  the  stations  golden  anniversary  in  the 
2000-01  school  year,  as  well.  The  station  has  applications  pending 
with  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  for  a  power  upgrade 
that  will  allow  KWAR  to  be  heard  in  a  much  larger  area,  including 
Waterloo/Cedar  Falls.  KWARs  license  to  broadcast  at  its  existing 
power  and  frequency  has  been  renewed  until  the  year  2005,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  by  the  time  next  year's  Fortress  is  published,  the  station  will 
know  about  its  new  power  and  possible  frequency.

The  team  was  awarded  the  most  for  their  efforts  at  the  University 
of  Northern  Iowa's  competition.  They  brought  home  many  trophies, 
including  the  President's  Division  plaque.  Wartburg  last  won  the 
plaque  in  1993.  It  is  awarded  to  team's  who  earn  the  most  points 
with  12  or  less  entries. 

At  the  Twin  Cities  Forensic  League  Tournament  at  Normandale 
Community  College  in  Bloomington,  Minn,  all  four  individual 
competitors  made  it  to  the  finals,  which  also  hasn't  happened  since 
1993. 

There  were  two  top  performers  who  led  the  Wartburg  team  to  a 
successful  season.  Junior  Britta  Monson  and  sophomore  Erin 
Koskovich  earned  the  highest  individual  awards. 

"My  best  moment  of  the  season  was  probably  at  my  first  Twin 
Cities  Forensic  League  competition  when  I  was  awarded  first  place 
...  [Peggy  Fianfelt]  was  just  glowing,"  Monson  said. 

Koskovich  also  said  seeing  people  positively  react  is  a  rewarding 
experience. 

"The  third  or  fourth  contest  I  went  to,  I  ended  my  speech  and 
the  whole  room  just  sat  there  and  didn't  do  anything.  You  could  just 
tell  that  they  were  pretty  much  into  the  speech.  It  was  neat  to  know 
that  you  could  capture  an  audience's  attention  so  much  that  they 
were  just  dumfounded  for  a  few  seconds,"  Koskovich  said.

For  the  eight  students  who  spent  May  Term  in  Germany,  the 
mandatory  journals  they  kept  tell  only  part  of  the  sights  they  saw 
during  their  trip  across  the  Atlantic.  The  trippers,  led  by  Dr. 
Daniel  Walther,  assistant  professor  of  history,  were  exposed  to 
German  culture  in  a  hands-on,  "in  your  face"  experience  that 
taught  more  than  any  textbook  could. 

The  trip  featured  stops  in  many  well-known  German  towns,  as  well  as 
many  obscure  villages  and  cities.  Tour  stops  included  a  stay  in  Eisenach 
where  the  Wartburg  College  namesake,  Wartburg  Castle,  is  located.  In 
Eisenach,  students  learned  about  the  "stormy  days  of  the  Reformation"  as 
well  as  contemporary  history.  Students  also  made  stops  in  Erfurt, 
Buchenwald  and  Weimar  to  learn  more  about  the  German  labor  move- 
ment, the  Third  Reich  and  German  influences  in  literature.  Stops  in 
Leipzig  and  Wittenberg  showed  sings  of  how  the  1989  revolution  and  re- 
unification of  Germany  affected  the  country  as  well  as  the  historical  sites 
relating  to  Johann  Sebastian  Bach  and  Imperial  Germany.  The  students 
also  stopped  in  Neuendettelsau,  the  home  region  of  the  founders  of 
Wartburg  College.  Students  traveled  across  the  country  in  20  days.
